“ The miners, by their retereudum 
v ote at Indianapolis y esterday , will 
accept the compromise offered by the 
operators 
in 
the central district,” 
said J ohn Mitchell, president of the 
rniied Mine Workers of America. 
This significant statement wa.s is­ 
sued last night from 
the 
national 
headquarters 
after the oflleers had 
established bey ond reasonable doubt 
that the v arious local unions through­ 
out the country would rather take this 
action than see the interstate agree­ 
ment of the four states compri.sing 
the central competitiv e district dis­ 
solv ed and the result of their efforts 
for the last sev en y ears lost. 
“ While the miners seriously object 
to binding themselv es to a two-y ear 
contract, I believ e they will do this 
before they will lay aside their picks. 
The miners do not want a strike to 
come. 
At this juncture the wisest 
action is to accept 
the 
operators’ 
terms.” 
This is the situation as ex pressed 
by another leader of the mine work­ 
ers. 
Many of the local unions hav e 
been v isited by the national officers, 
and each, when the seriousness of the 
situation was laid before the mem­ 
bers, ex pressed the opinion that ac­ 
ceptance of the terms is the wisest 
action. 
It is probable that the result 
of the v oting can not be known until 
Friday or Saturday . 
The polls open­ 
ed at 1 o’clock and closed at 6 last 
night, when the box es were opened 
and the ballots counted. 
In company with the ballots the 
secretaries of the locals were furnish­ 
ed with blanks, on which they are 
to make a statement as to the number 
of v otes for and agamst 
a 
strike. 
These blanks then will be forwarded 
by mail to Secretary Wilson at na­ 
tional 
headquarters in Indianapolis, 
where they will be deposited in ballot 
box es. 
These box es will be opened 
by the national tellers when they ar­ 
riv e in that city , probably today , and 
then will be counted, not as locals, 
but by the indiv idual v otes they rep­ 
resent. 
Reports hav e been receiv ed in In­ 
dianapolis from about fifty points. In 
practically 
all 
of 
them, including 
towns in Indiana, Ohio, West Virginia, 
Western Pennsy lv ania 
and 
Illinois, 
the sentiment as v oted is heav ily in 
fav or of accepting the scale as offered. 
President 
Mitchell and Secretary 
Wilson 
remained at national head­ 
quarters last night to receiv e any tel­ 
egraphic returns, although they said 
they had arranged 
for none in ad­ 
v ance, 
Both were confident that the 
miners had v oted 
in 
fav or of the 
scale.

THE WIVES CARRY DAGGERS. 


With Which They Kill Themselves as 
a Patriotic Duty When the 
Samurai Go to War.

There is not the slightest 
doubt 
that the report of the suicide of a 
heroic mother in order that her son, 
upon whom she was dependent, might 
fight for his country , is true, say s 
Yae Rich! Yabe, a nativ e of J apan, in 


a New York dispatch. 
I can state without qualification or 
hesitation that J apan has thousands 
of women, who, under similar circum­ 
stances, would repeat the act of the 
woman as reported in the Toky o dis­ 
patch. 
It is true also that women in J apan 
would separate from their husbands 
and face destitution rather than hav e 
them ex empt fr jm activ e serv ice* be­ 
cause of the dependency 
of 
their 
wiv es. 
There is no law which 
ex empts 
men from serv ice in war who hav e 


women or children dependent upon 
them, but enrolling officers, during the 
Chinese war, refused many for t*nch 
cause. 
They are no doubt doing the 
same thing now. 
In the olden time, half a century 
age, the wiv es and daughters of the 
Samurai (warrior) class alway s car­ 
ried short daggers with which to de­ 
fend themselv es or commit suicide in 
case their honor was threatened, for 
they considered death worthier than 
disgrace. 
These daggers were much 
v alued among them and were banded 
from mother to daughter generation 
after generation. 
When a mother was about to die 
she handed the dagger to her eldest 
daughter with the 
teaching that if 
she w'as to be a Sumaral girl worthy 
of the name she must use it to end 
her life rather than submit to dis­ 
grace. 
I think it probable that the mother 
who killed herself to enable her son 
to go to war was inspired by the old 
Sumarai spirit and ended her life with 
the v ery dagger 
that she inherited 
from her mother or grandmother. 
This story will seem more remarka­ 
ble to the outside world than it will 
in J apan, where, especially among the 
Sumarai classes, the woman's act will 
be looked upon more as a duty than 
as heroism.
